The  Buck-Thorn  Fencing  is  not  wire,  and  no  wire  enters  into  its  composition.  It  is 
a  solid  strip  of  steel,  rolled,  not  drawn,  with  short,  triangular  points,  one  inch  apart.  It 
is  twisted  so  that  these  points  are  presented  at  four  inches  apart  from  every  direction — 
right  and  left,- above  and  below.  It  is  very  strong,  and  presents  the  largest  possible 
surface  to  view.

The  barbs  are  numerous  and  wide  at  their  base,  and  the  surface  of  the  strand  is 
broad.  These  three  most  desirable  properties  render  the  fence  easily  seen  by  animals' 
and  are  of  great  value  in  preventing  accidents  from  collision.
